The firat intunation that quo warranto 
proceedings were to be brought came last 
July, when Julius A. Johnson and W. .

Theeection of the statute under which quo 
warranto oceedings will be brought is 
No. 22 of the act of incorporation of railroad 
companies in Tilmois, as amended June 2, 
7801. It reads as follows: 

Issue of stock and bonds limited No such cor- 
poration shall issue any stocks or bonds except for 
money, labor, or property actually received and 
applied to the purposes for which such corporation 
was organized. All stock dividends and other 
fictitious increase of the capital stock or indebted- 
ness of any such incorporation shall be void: (See 
constitution, article 11, section 18.) 

Has Huge Capitalization. 

Tne total capitalization of the Alton 18 
6100.91.00, or, figured on a mileage basis, 
it is at the rate of $122,508 for each of the 897 
miles of road which the company owne. 
Nearly three-quarters of the mileage lies 
within the borders of [linois, and, taking the 
official figures of the company in its report, 
the capitalisation of this portion of the road 
is at the rate of 744 a mile. 

In ts report to the board of equalization, 
however, the company has made sworn affi- 
Gavit by ite president, S. M. Felton, that the 
cost of construction and equipment a mile 
of road was only $90,740. There is a differ- 
ence, therefore, between the cost and the 
capitalisation of $107,906 a mile.

Fields a Vigorous Politician. 


Mr. Apgar said that he had known A. C. 
Fields, the Mutual's legislative agent, since 
1804, ever since he ran for county treasurer 
in Westchester. Apgar said that Fields was 
a member of the democratic state commit- 
tee from Westchester for three or four years. 
He admitted that Fields’ campaign activi- 
tles were pretty vigorous and that he usually 
used to elect people up in Westchester when 
he started out with that intention. Mr. 
Hughes said that it had been suggested to 
the committee that considerable money had 
been used by Fields in Westchester cam- 
paigns. Mr. Apgar said tha: he knew noth- 
ing about it. 

The assemblyman admitted that he knew 
Fields lived in the Mutual’s house at Albany 
and he presumed that he was in Albany on 
legislative matters. He admitted, too, that 
he had an interview with Fields in regard 
to such matters. 
Fields, however, had to do exclusively with 
bills which had originated in the state in- 
surance department and were acceptable to 
the insurance companies. 

Mr. Apgar said that he knew of no money 
ever having Leen used by Fields in connec- 
tion with his activities in Albany. He de- 
clared he probably hadn’t met Fields mere 
than two or three times in 9 year and that 
some of these meetings occurred in the trains 
when they were on their way to New York. 


Protests His Innocence. 

He had been to visit Fields once at the 
Mutual’s Albany house, but this was a purely 
social visit. He never had attended any 
party of any kind In the Mutual’s house, and 
he never had heard of its being used as a 
house of entertainment. 

Mr. Hughes tried to get Mr. Apgar to go 
into his personal relations with Thomas D. 
Husted. Mr. Hughes wanted to know wheth- 
er it wasn't a fact that they were strained at 
the time that the payment of $1,000 was 
made by the Equitable. 

“I don't care to go into that,“ said Mr. 
Apgar. I wish Mr. Husted was here. He 
could explain it. I don't care to say anything 
about our relations.“ 

“But we ars to understand,“ said Mr. 
Hughes, “that you didn’t receive the 
money?” 

Absolutely not,” was the witness’ reply. 

Mr. Apgar gave it as his opinion that no 
political contributions had ever been made by 
Fields to William A. Ward. 


Light on the Rambunctious One. 

John A. Nichols, who testified in regard 
to Senator Depew’s “ cantankerous friend 
from up the river,” is more than 70 years 
old. He spoke so low that it was almost 
impossible for the committeemen to hear 
him. 

He testified that he was a quarantine com- 
missioner from 1880 to 1892. He was at one 
time president of the Knickerbocker Insur- 
ance company, and he had been a practicing 
lawyer in this state for thirty-five years. 
He had been employed as counsel to the 
Equitable and B.utual for twenty or twenty- 
five years under a regular retainer of 81.000 
from each. He couldn't recall what services 
he had rendered to the Equitable Life in 
1904, except that he had had some business 
delegated to him. 

“What was * business?” asked Mr. 
Hughes. 

Where parties tnimical to the company 
had to be looked after,“ replied the witness. 


Held Em Up for Fifteen Years. 

One of these men with whom he did busi- 
ness, the witness said, was W. S. Manning of 
Albany. For ten years Mr. Manning had 
been a traveling salesman, but originally had 
been an actuary, and was familiar with the 
affairs of the different companies. 

Mr. Nichols said that Manning was inimi- 
cable, because he looked into questions of the 
company’s premiums and dividends, and 
such things. These things might result in a 
00d deal of trouble for the company as Mr. 
Manning was employed by people who made 
the Equitable company the target for all 
sorts of attacks. c 

Mr. Nichols couldn't remember who had 
employed Manning. The witness said that he 
was paid $450 out of the $1,000 which Nichols 
himself got as a retainer each year. He 
thought that Manning had been peid in this 
way for almost fifteen years. 

The only other payment that Mr. Nichols 
could remember as having come out of his 
annual retainer was to a man named Kerr— 
& newspaper correspondent who was un- 
favorable to the Equitable. In at least two 
years Nichols received $6,000 from the Equit- 
able, but he couldn’t remember how this 
money had been disbursed or what it was for. 
Mr. Hughes wanted to know why Mr. Nichols 
had written to Senator Depew regarding 
Manning. 


Shared Humor with Depew. 

“I wrote to Mr. Depew.“ said the witness, 
“ because I was on friendly terms with him 
and he was on the finance committee. 

Nichols said that he had used the word 
“cantankerous ’"’ because Manning wanted 
to withdraw from the agreement which had 
been made with him. 

Hut,“ said Mr. Hughes, you were under 
retainer from the company at that time. 
Why didn't you write directly to the execu- 
tive officers?’ 

Mr. Nichols repeated that he was on friend- 
ly terms with Senator Depew and had merely 
written to the senator for this reason. 


Mr. Hughes wanted to know whether Man- 
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All his meetings with 


ning was a friend of Mr. Depew. The witness 
said he was not. f 

“ Then why did you call him our friend '?’ 

It was just a remark,” said the witness. 

“Why did you underline it?“ asked Mr. 
Hughes. 

To make it plain that he wasn't a friend.“ 
was the witness’ reply. 

Mr. Nichols said that Manning originally 
entered into the agreement under persuasion. 
He did not wish to leave his profession as 
actuary. Mr. Nichols did the persuading. 
He had known Manning for a good many 
years. When Mr. Hughes asked again in 
what way Manning was cantankerous Nich- 
ols replied: 

He was very pushing.” 


He Knew Altogether Too Much. 


Further questions developed the fact that 
Mr. Manning was connected with the legis- 
lative investigation of the insurance ctom- 
panies in 1877. Mr. Hughes couldn't get the 
Witness to admit that Manning had threat- 
ened to publish or actually had published 
certain facts which had been suppressed in 
that investigation, but he admitted that 
Manning’s connection with that inquiry may 
have had something to do with the arrange- 
ment that should have been made with him. 

Mr. Hughes intimated broadly that the 
matters which had been suppressed in the 
1877 report related chiefly to Henry B. Hyde 
and the*Equitable. The witness admitted 
that the payments to Manning had been con- 
cealed in both the Equitable’s and Mutual’s 


‘vouchers by the substitution of fictitious 


names. | 

He said that Manning was a brother-in-law 
of the late Shepard Homans, the Equitable’s 
actuary. He did not know whether Manning 
was connected with the distinguished Al- 
bany family of that name, but he had heard 
that he came of good stock. 

Nichols. denied emphatically that Manning 
had ever approached the Equitable inregard 
to the $450 arrangement. He had gone to 
Manning himself at Henry B. Hyde's sug- 
gestion. 


Go-Between with City. 


„Judge Thomas Coman is a typical mem- 
ber of the Tammany old guard. He described 
himself as an attaché of the Equitable. He 
had held down this. position for thirty-three 
years. He was president of the board of al- 
dermen from 1868 to 1872, and acting mayor 
after Mayor Hoffman was elected governor. 
He was also at one time a police magistrace, 
He was court house commissioner in 1870 and 


1871 under Tweed's mayor, A. Oakey Hall. 


The witness admitted that he had lived In 
Toronto eight months in 1874. He is at pres- 
ent a member of Tammany hall. He started 
in for the Equitable as an agent in 1882, but 
he stuck to that only a short while, as he 
found he wasn't adapted to the work. 

James W. Alexander arranged for his em- 
ployment by the Equitable. After his experi- 
ence as an age 
soctety’s city matters. He got 52.000 a year at 
first, then $8,000, then $4,200, and finally 
$6,000. His salary was reduced to $5,400 at 
the general reduction In the Equitable re- 


cently. 
How’s This for a Sinecure? 


In 19035 Judge Coman recollected that he 
had looked after the violations of the health 
department laws on the Equitable’s property. 
There was only one complaint of this kind in 
the year and it didn’t take him long to attend 
to that. He had to make two or three visits 
to West Twenty-fourth street on account of 
some matters relating to fire escapes and the 
building department. It took him three or 
four days to settle this fire escape business. 
He couldn’t remember who he dealt with in 
the building department or in the health de- 
partment. So far as he could remember there 
were no other transactions of this sort in 
1905. In 1904 it was about the same. 

“You don't seem to be a busy man,“ ob- 
served Mr. Hughes. 

The witness did not deny this. He admitted 
that he was intermedjary between the Equit- 
able and the city departments whenever the 
society required anything. He admitted he 
had something to do with efforts to reduce the 
personal assessments of some of the Equit- 
able’s officers. He mentioned among others 
James W. Alexander, Henry B. Hyde, J. G. 
Tarbell, and Thomas D. Jordan. 

He said that his chief service in this matter 
was to expedite the payments; that he merely 
went with the officers to the tax commission- 
ers’ office. The witness denied that he ever 
had received any money from the Equitable 
for Tammany hall and that any part of his 
salary went for political purposes. He said 
that he had a son also employed in the Equit- 


able. 
Had Little for Him to Do. 

Vice President Tarbell was asked about 
the employment of Mr. Comans. He said 
the only way he used the judge was to 
make appointments for him at the tax com- 
missioner’s office. 

Mr. Tarbell's attempt to enlist the Mutual 
and New York Life in fighting inimical leg- 
isiation by organizing the policy holders, 
which he explained in part on Friday. was 
referred to. He said the matter of large ex- 
pense, as under the present method, was 
largely the reason for the plan. 

His connection with the agency depart- 
ment of the Baultable was gone into, and 
he explained the system of fixing commis- 
sions on the various classes of policies. 

Mr. Tarbell submitted a table with the 
various commissions paid and the premiums 
on the various terms and classes of policies. 
He was asked to give a history of agents’ 
commissions in general and what reform he 


nt he began to lok after the | 


had sought to introduce, if any. He detailed 
the increase of commissions with the in- 
crease of competition, dnd said that when 
he was given charge of the agency system 
of the United States he abolished the bo- 
nuses to agents and reduced the commission 
for the first year’s premiums from 60 to 50 
per cent. This, he thought, was the severest 
blow ever dealt at the evil of rebating. 


Believes in Honest Methods. 

He thought rebating could still further be 
done away with by limiting the first year 
commissions on premiums to 40 per cent and 
reducing the renewal commissions by law. 

Mr. Tarbell described the policy of twist 
ing.“ which is the system of an agent getting 
a policy holder to surrender a policy in one 
company to take out one in another. he 
said this was the most reprehensible form of 
competition encountered by any company, 
and was almost always done by misrepre- 
sentation on the part of the agent. Mr. Tar- 
bell said he would not tolerate such a thing 
in the Equitable, and any agent caught 
„ twisting “would be instantly dismissed. 


He thought there had been too much stress | 


and pressure to write business, especially. 
within the last two or three years. Witness 
did not think the amount of business written 
was a test of the efficiency of a company. 
He said the Equitable would have to write 
at the present time about $125,000,000 an- 
nually to maintain itself. 

Mr. Tarbell said that since Jan. 1, 1900, the 
total cost of the Equitable society's business 
in the United States and Canada was a frac- 
tidn over 61 per cent of the premiums. 


How He Stole McCall’s Agents. 

He detailed a fight with the New York 
Life in which 200 agents were won over by 
the Equitable in this city. On this subject 
he, said: 

* In, I think, 1894, we entered into an un- 
derstanding that I negotiated with the New 
York Life Insurance company, an arrange- 
ment whereby we would not employ each 
other’s agents without getting the permis- 
sion of the other company, because we felt 
that it was better for the interests of our 
agents and better for the interests of the 
companies that we should do that. 

It is not a good thing for any agent work- 
ing for any company to have an eye open 
and an ear open to see if he could do better 
with some other company. That under- 
standing went along nicely until the end 
of 1899. It was at the beginning of 1900 
that we reduced our compensation, so that 
our agents could only draw down 50 per 
cent of each premium instead of 75 per cent 
of each premium as they had been doing. 

About the time that these new contracts 
were to go into effect we received a letter 
without any warning from the New York 
Life Insurance cempany to the effect that 
they should cancel the understanding that 
we had had since 1894 as to the nonemploy- 
ment of each other's agents. We learned 
a little while later that one of their officers 
had telegraphed their agents pretty generally 
the night before that the understanding with 
the Equitable had terminated, and another 
one of the officers telegraphed their same 
representatives that they expected them to 
get so many new agents in a certain length 
of time, or words to that effect, 


When Greek Meets Greek. 

So it was pretty generally understood 
all over the country that the agreement with 
the Equitable had terminated before we had 
received notice of it ourselves. Of course, 
you can imagine that the situation was quite 
serious, to have another company start out 
to get as many of our agents as possible at 
a time when we had reduced by a third, 33 1-8 
per cent, the amount of money thdt they 
could draw down. 

I immediately wired our general agents 
all over the country to stand by their guns 
and see that they did not lose any agents, 
and they stood by us, but, as the efforts 
progress, it was thought wise to let the 
other people understand that the getting of 
each others agents was a game that two 
could play at. 

“I know that Mr. Mix was at the time 
in charge of the Manhattan department, the 
largest department of the New York Life 
Insurance company, a department which, 
with all its branches, had produced about 
$11,000,000 for them in 1899. I thought, per- 
haps, if Mr. Mix and his agents generally 
should see fit to come to the Equitable that 
he might make up for some of the few agents 
that might leave the Equitable and would 
go o the New York Life. 

“So I arranged to meet Mr. Mix and six 
or eight men that were at the head of the 
different departments under him here in 
New York—as a result of which they resigned 
from the New York Life, and induced about 
200 men to come over to the Equitable.”’ 

Mr. Tarbell was still on the stand when 
adjournment was taken until tomorrow 
morning. 

It was expected today that the deposition 
of George H. Squire, the former financial 
manager of the Equitable Life, would be 
read for the necord, but Mr. Hughes ex- 
plained that the subcommittee had not com- 
pleted the examination, because it had to be 
taken in parts, Mr. Squire being too feeble 
to stand any lengthy conversation. The 
deposition will, therefore, be read when it 
is completed.

were going on or not—because if they did not: 


they were incompetent.” ü 
Regarding the testimony of John A. Nich- 
ols before the Armstrong committee to- 
day in New York, Mr. Manning said he had 
had dealings with him as a representative of 
several large insurance companies for years. 

‘ Admits Getting Around Once Per. 

I received from him a retainer,” said Mr. 
Manning, for opposing before. the ‘legisla- 
ture measures harmful to the companies and 
policyholders. It is true that Iam Senator 
Depew's friend and that I got around once 
a year. Once a year it was my custom to 


ask Mr. Nichols if he wished to continue the 


arrangement by which I was retained for 
the insurance companies. I never was em- 
ployed by the Equitable. . 

My connection with Mr. Nichols has been 


one of the purest kinds and never for any 


other purpose than to shield and defend the 
insurance companies against pernicious at- 
tacks at Albany—altogether in the interest 
of insurance. My duties, when called upon, 
were to appear before any insurance com- 
mittee and make arguments in defense of 
the policyholders’ interests. 

Never under any circumstances have I 
ever been engaged in offering any other in- 
ducement except legitimate grguments be- 
fore legislative committees. I always have 
been opposed to those who are called cor- 
rupt lobbyists. No legislator ever existed 
or does exist to whom I have ever offered 
anything in the shape of a bribe, nor have 
I ever had a dollar to distribute for such a 


purpose. 3 
Job Worked Itself Out. 

“T was retained by Mr. Nichols because of 
my familiarity with the situation here and 
because of my knowledge of insurance mat- 
ters. I received $450 or $500 a year, but of 
late years only $200 a year. I have not re- 
celved anything this year. I was always 
subject to call from Mr. Nichols.“ 

Mr. Manning admitted that Nichols had 
not called upon him in recent years and in 
fact he said he had not appeared before any 
legislative committee since 1883, when he 
spoke in favor of a resolution of the anti- 
monopoly league in favor of an insurance 
investigation. 

In 1883 he made an address before the sen- 
ate investigating committee savagely at- 
tacking the insurance ring. He says be- 
fore he delivered this speech the president 
of one of the big insurancecompanies called 
him to New York and promised to pay him 
$8,000 a year if he would go to San Fran- 
cisco and forget that he was to talk. 

J declined the offer,” said Manning to- 
night, And gave the address.“ 

That is the last time he appeared actively 
against the insurance ring. 


Venerable Old Man. 

Mr. Manning is a venerable looking gentle- 
man with long pure white flowing hair and 
beard. He seems to love to talk about pro- 
tecting the interests of the policy holders. 
He lives within the shade of the capitol. 
His knowledge of insurance was acquired 
as an attaché in the actuary department of 
the Mutual Life Insurance company in its 
New York office. But he says he severed 
his connection there in 1866, though after- 
ward he was an insurance agent. He has 
been in Albany for the last thirty years 
or 30. 

Mr. Manning’s home furnishings betoken 
prosperity and refinement. He appeared as 
an insurance expert in the Graham insur- 
ance legislative investigation in 1877 and 
said tonight that the testimony in that in- 
vestigation was changed before it was 
printed so as to make the stenographers’ 
minutes of the testimony of the witnesges 
less drastic in their strictures upon the man- 
agement of the life Insurance corporation. 

Evidently Mr. Manning’s retention upon 
the roll of paid defenders of life insurance 
companies was the result of the Graham in- 
vestigation.

fect’ that he cannot recover.

OBJECTS TO BEAN BLOWERS. 


Prof. George Edgar Vincent Talks in 
Second Presbyterian Church on 
“The Mind of the Mob,” 


Let me have men about me that are hard- 
headed, as hard as the rocks or the sea. I 
care not so much about their intelllgence. I 
want those who when their minds shut al- 
ways close with a snap. I care not for those 
of the bean blower type~of such a kind 
that every time you blow a bean in you blow 
the other out.“ 

This is the gospel of Prof. George Edgar 
Vincent of the University of Chicago, 
preached by him on The Mind of the Mob,“ 
at the Second Presbyterian church last night. 

It was the conclusion of an enthusiastic 
address on the psychology of the mob. Mr. 
Vincent outlined the various fields: of the 
mob psychologist and included the follow- 
ing: Financial panics, the one time éraze 
for tulip bulbs, dancing in the middle ages, 
baseball, football, witehery, politics, the 
church congregation, and the jumbo craze 
brought forward by P. T. Barnum.

FINDS LITTLE PURITANISM

University Professor Thinks More of 
Spirit of Pilgrim Fathers Would 
Benefit the City Materially.

Congressman Charles E. l of Jack · 
son, Mich., joint father of the Esch-Town- 
send bill, addressed the members of the 
Hamilton club last eyening on the subject 
of railroad rates and the need of revised 
legislation to prevent discrimination between 
shippers. His principal Suggestion was that 
there should be provided a uniform system 
for handling railroad accounts, and that this 
should be done with such publicity that it 
would remove the opportunities for evading 
the law. 


After stating that he wished to speak not 
only from a nonpartisan viewpoint, but, 
more than that, to give the people’ 8 side of 
the discussion, Mr. Townsend said: 

“The provisions of the interstate com- 
merce law prohibiting discrimination be- 
tween individual shippers was found to be 
useless, and this evil was in a measure cured 
by the Elkins amendment of 1003. But now 
discrimination between places still exists 
to @ great degree. Hundreds of rates were 
increased in 1900 by raising the class in which 
a product was put from a lower to a higher 
grade with a corresponding increase of cost. 
Competition practically has been abolished. 
and classifications are fixed by the will and 
caprice of irresponsible agents whose sala- 
ries depend upon getting the most possible 
for carrying freight.” 


Power of Commission Limited. 


He spoke of the discrimination which re- 
sults from the effort to put water competition 
out of business, and of the repeated requests 
of the commission for power to listen to 
complaints, and, if they are found justified, 
‘to prescribe a just rate. 

“This is the pending issue,“ he continued, 
“and such is the proposed relief. We are 
told that the commission car not assume to 
fix even a single rate without disturbing bua!- 
ness conditions, although the same step may 
be taken by traffic men without harm. 

e railroads doubtless will, if such a 
law passed, cppose it and make its execu- 
tion difficult; but if it is found to de consti- 
tutional and to confer positive remedial 
powers upon the commission, I expect to see 
the railroads themselves take up the adjus:- 
ment of rates. Only the unjust rates are 
‘atmed at, and no unfair rate will be _ 
upon the carriers. | 


K 
Rational Basis for Rates. 


“This leads to the question if there is a 
rational basis for fixing rates. I am inclined 
to believe that the original capital of the 
corporation, the cost of doirg business, the 
risk. and the total inccme should be consid- 
eréad. I am satisfied that if this is dene ‘he 
carriers will establish a reasonable basis, 
which will not leave out the elements of just- 
hess and reasonableness.“ 

Speaking of the newer tactics adopted by 
the railroads in their opposition to legislation 
upon the question he said they have flocaed 
the country with a mass of Herature greater 
than that used in a presidential campaign, 
and that he knew of business men who had 
been induced to favor the Grosscup plan. 
although they knew nothing of its workings. 


Remedy for the Evils. , 

He declared that many of the evils which 
are mentioned in connection with railroad 
rates are mere symptoms of the disease, 
which itself must be cured before relief can 
be secured. Among these he included the 
rates for refrigeration, which he called a 
part of the transportation service, and with 
it also classed) terminal track service. 

W Kretzinger, attorney for several 
rallroads in Onleago, was the other speaker 
of the evening. He declared that if the 
provisions of the Elkins law are made more 
stringent, and then properly enforced, no 
other changes in the railroad laws will be 
necessary.

In the Sixth ward John 


elections last night. 
R. Thompson easily defeated T. N. Jamiesou 
and Joe Braden, who were endeavoring ts 
retrieve their political fortunes. In the 


Thirteenth werd the Lorimer-Blount crowd ö 


was unable to overturn the Deneen leaders. 

In these three wards were the only hard 
fcught contests of the precinct elections, and 
the resulté did not disturb the balance of 
power which Gov. Deneen has in the city. 
Although the elections of precinct officers, 
a preliminary to the ward club elections of 
next Tuesday, were held in all the wards, 
the Deneen, and Lorimer forces tried con- 
clusions only in three. 


A number of personal ambitions were in- 


volved in the three contests. In the Second 
ward Charles H. Hamill, the newly appointed 
attorney of the state insurance department, 
was endeavoring to take the ward from the 
control of Hanecy, the Lorinier leader, and 
was unsuccessful, being defeated in his own 
precjuct. 


Fail to Regain Prestige. 

In the Sixth, Braden and Jamieson were 
endeavoring to regain a little political pres- 
tige by getting back what they lost in the 
primaries of 1904, and were unable to make 
much of a show: ‘ng against John R. Thomp- 
son, the Deneen lieutenant: in the Thir- 
teenth W. B. Jackman, newly appointed a 
trustee of the Industrial. Home for the Blind, 
managed to hold the Lorimer-Blount crowd, 
and the net result of all the contests Produced 
no change in the general situation. The gov- 
ernor held what he had before, and Lorimer 
gained nothing. 

The chief importance attached to the con- 
tests was in regard to the possible senatorial 
contest, which, if it comes, will find the 
Deneen and Lorimer factions opposed in the 
city, with the latter supporting Senator Cul- 
lom. 

In the Second ward Hanecy now claims con- 
trol of twenty-seven of the thirty-nine pre- 
einots. Charles Hamill admits that the 
Deneen people failed to better their condition, 
although be had not received returns from 
all the precincts. 


Two Elections in One Precinct. 

At least one contest will result from the 
elections. In the Thirty-fourth precinct, 
where Hanecy and Arthur Dixon tried con- 
clusione, two meetings were held. 

Dixon had possession of the hall in which 
the meeting was to be held, at 255 Thirty- 
first street. He claims to have had 00 voters 
to Hanecy’s 70. The latter, on finding the 
hall full of Dixon men, withdrew his forces 
to an adjofming room in the same building 
and held a separate election, allowing twa 
Deneen votes to be cast to give an appear- 
ance of an election. The Dixon candidate 
was Charles Eisner and the Hanecy candi- 
date George Manley 

The Hamill fontion held the Seventh dis- 
trict safé, consisting of the Nineteenth, 
Twentieth, Twenty-first, and ['wenty-eecond 
precincts. The only ‘contest there was in the 
Twenty-second where J. J. Duby, the Hamill 
candidate, was elected over J. E. Bollinger, 
the Hanecy mam by a vote of 50 to 22. 

Guy Guertieey, one of the most active De- 
neen men, was.defieated in his own precinct, 
the Twenty-fourth, by Thomas B. Hall by a 
vote of 87 to B. As the precincts edged over 
towards the locality of mixed population, 
where colored and white republicans met, 
the elections became more variea both in in- 
terest * results. 


In the Black Belt.” 

In the Twenty-ninth, where these condi- 
tions were found, The Prince of Wales Up- 
shaw (who may have another “front ty 
name but If so it is unknown), a colored 
Deneen man, was defeated by Charles 
Trauth, the Hanecy candidate. The Prince 
of Wales Upshaw was born in Jamaica, but 
this did not seem to help him. 

In the Twelfth preeinet, where conditions 
were similar, State Representative Green, 
acting for Deneen, looked in on the meeting 
and decided that it was not for him. He 
departed and with him went all opposition 
to the Hanecy ticket. On being left to 
themselves the Hanety partisans, for lack 
of anything better to do, started a contest 
among themselves, which was carried to the 
extent of a display of razors. When it was 
quieted the Hanecy ticket was put through.

HELD TO THE GRAND JURY 
IN ARMOUR BLACKMAIL CASE 


Defendants Waive Preliminary Exam- 
ination and Bonds Fixed at $1,000 
kor Cole and $2,000 for McSwain. 


Walving their rights to a preliminary ex- 
amination, Wilbur Cole and William 8. Mc- 
Swain, arrested last Thursday and accused 
of attempting to blackmail J. Ogden Armour, 
were held to the grand jury yesterday. Cole's 
bail was fixed at $1,000, while McSwain, 
against whom there is the additional charge 
of attempting to extort money by threats, 
was held in $2,000 borids. 

The two prisoners were not represented 
by attorneys In court, and the announcement 
that the examination was waived was made 
by Moritz Rosenthal, counsel for Armour, 
who entrapped the men in his room at the 
Auditorium Annex. He stated that the 
had agreed upon this. and Justice Prindiville 
merely fixed the amount of the bonds. The 
prisoners then were taken to the bureau of 
identification so that their pictures might be 
taken, and were afterwards taken back to 
the county jail. 

Thomas Johnson, formef fire attorney, 
threatened te withdraw as counsel for the 
two men because they had refused him their 
confidence. They have refused to confer 
with attorneys, but have been visited fre- 
quently by: detectives sent by the Armour 
company. 

Regarding a story that the Armour com- 
pany and richie gata had “framed up the 
alleged attempt at blackmail and had wined 
and dined Cole and McSwain in Portland 
and furnished them transportation to Chi- 
cago, Attorney Rosenthal said:

“GENTLEMEN’S AGREEMENT” IN 
FOOTBALL. 
Opponents of football as it is played at 


i American calleges have reason to hope that 


‘Roosevelt's influence exerted in 


President 
the interests of a clean game will result in 


suppressing some of the roughness which 
now mars it as a college sport. Certainly it 
will ba a novelty for the president to meet 
defeat in such a matter. It is hardly prob- 
able, however, that any marked change will 
follow Mr. Roosevelt's suggestion for a 
“gentlemen's agreement” among college 
authorities and students. 

Mr. Roosevelt suggests that the colleges 
between which games are played should 
adept and enforce’ a uniform set of rules 
and regulations with a view to eliminate 
foul playing: and brutality. The efficacy of 
the rules proposed by the president all de- 
pend upon the establishment and main- 
tenfihce of the “ gentlemen’s agreement.” 
One rule provides for the permanent removal 
frem the game not only of the brutal player 
but of all who are not bona fide students or 
amateurs. This rule rigorously enforced in 
the larger colleges would beyond question do 
much to place college football on a more 
desirable plane than it now occupies, but 
with its enforcement dependent upon a 


tice is doubtful. 

With the present ‘athletic system in force 
in the large colleges a pact of the kind sug- 
gested probably would never be kept, be- 
cause its spirit means the practical disrup- 
tion of many big teams. College authori- 
ties have yet to show that they have the 
courage and will to resist the demands of 
the student body and alumni for a winning 
team, no matter what the cost. Under their 
acquiescence the game has degenerated into 
its. present status of a publie exhibition by 
experts rather than a college sport. Little 
or no effort has been made by college presi- 
dents to control athletic managers, and it is 
the system-that the managers have inau- 
gurated that has brought the professional 
player and with him the style of play which 
produces brutality and gives opportunities 
for foul play. A “ gentlemen's agreement 
and a few new rules will never cure these 
evils. The remedy must be found deeper. 
The style of the game must be altered and 
the principles of college athletics must ex- 
perience a complete regeneration. To effect 
this means a complete revolution of the sys- 
tem under which the game is played and the 
adoption of one which does not conduce to 
professionalism and its attendant evils. 

SHALL CITY COLLECT GARBAGE? 

The finance committee of the council is 
divided over the question of garbage collec- 
tion. The majority wishes to turn over toa 
contractor the collection as well as the re- 
duetion of garbage. The minority wishes 
to turn over the reduction only and to have 
the collection carried out directly by the city 
through its own employés and teams. Mr. 
Fox, the garbage and street cleaning expert, 
and his superior, the commissioner of public 
works, are strongly in favor of the position 
of the minority. 

The precise grounds on which the major- 
ity bases its preference are not made public, 
because of the secrecy of the meetings of the 
finance committee—a secrecy which, what- 
ever its appropriateness in regard to other 
subjects, is scarcely befitting this subject. 
The advantages of the direct plan of collec- 
tion are set forth in a printed report reciting 
the methods employed in other cities and 
giving estimates of cost for city collection 
in Chicago. Locked at as a practical busi- 
ness proposition, in the interest of public 
comfort and municipal economy, the plan 
for city collection seems to be pi eferable.

Capt. De Falbe of the English army, who 
has just arrived in this country with his wife 
as the guests of James Henry Smith of New 
York, and who are staying with him at Tux- 
edo, bears a name that is singularly familiar 
in British court life. For the captain, al-

She was one 
of the most popular and influential women in 
London society,

her death-all. these were included in 
the details of this wonderful scene, 
and yet so  skilifully, so _ artfully 
were, they employed and so truly done, that 
they became, not painful realism but poetic 
touches which were unfaliingly illuminativ 
and of surpasetng beauty.

CONDON DENIES TRACK STORY. 


Western Jockey Club Man Laughs at 
Report That He Offered to 
Buy Hawthorne. 


The majority of the members of the American 
Turf association have left. for their respective 
homes, some, undoubtedly, laboring under the im- 
pression that Hdward Corrigan refused $750,000 for 
the Hawthorne, Kansas City, and City park tracks, 
said to have been offered by John Condon and 
others connected with the Western Jockey club. 
Condon yesterday denied that either he or his 
partners contemplated purchasing the tracks 
named under the present racing conditions. 

‘* Hawthorne and Kansas City are dead plants, 
he said, and the possibility of streets being cut 
through the City park track at New Orleans makes 
that track a poor buying proposition. Further- 
more, the purchasing price stated is ridiculous. 
Corrigan owns’ but 76 per cent of the Hawthorne 
track, which is mortgaged for $80,000 at 6 per cent, 
and with ne chance of holding a race meeting for 
at least three years the plant would be dear at any 

ice. The Missouri laws prohibit racing at 

neas City, so the only salable track he has is 
the City park, and that does not strike me as a 
good investment. Tou can place a copper on this 
racetrack buying talk and win.“ 

Condon, however, will have full control of the 
Fort Erie track before the end ofthe week. There 
is a two years’ lease on the course; which, he says, 
he will secure within the next few days, after 
which he will purchase the track outright.

Fighting to secure a big mail contract be- 
tween Kansas City and Los Angeles, the 
Santa Fé and Rock Island roads started in 
on a speed war at the beginning of this week. 
The spoll of the war is a contract, worth 
$250,000 a year, to carry the mail between 
Kansas City and southern California. 

The profits of this contract will be equal 
to almost the entire sum received, because 
both roads have to carry mail cars on their 
California limited trains to accommodate the 
local mails, and the through mall will amount 
to but ten or twelve tonsaday. Already both 
roads have reduced the running time between 
Kansas City and the coast from thirty to 
forty-five minutes, and it is probable that be- 
fore long faster time will be made. 

The new time card which took effect Nov. 
12, schedules the Santa Fé’s California train

for thirty minutes shorter time between Kan- 


sas City and Los Angeles than heretofore, 
and to meet this the Rock Island’s train is 
being run as a special at a forty-five minute 
reduction in time. This reduction will be- 
come permanent when the Rock Island’s new 
time card goes into effect Nov. 26. 

Until last spring both roads handled the 
mail in about equal amounts, but the Rock 
Island got the best of its competitor during 
the summer, when it kept up its California 
train as a daily, while the Santa F? followed 
its regular custom of putting in a semi- 
weekly schedule. This gave the most of the 
mail to the Rock Island, as the government 
has established the custom of giving the 
most of its mail to the road making the best 
time,

Among 
the roads which are arranging to establisna 
traveling fre. ght agents at Nashville are 
the Baltimore and Ohio, Chesapeake and 
Ohio, New York Central Mnes, Burlington, 
Erie, Missouri Pacific, and the Iron Moun- 
tain. Some of these roads will also send 
passenger agents to the city. In the case of 
the Vanderbilt lines it is the inten:ion to 
locate a general agent to look after business 
for the New York Central, Lake Shore, and 
Big Four. 


Making Smoking Cars Stronger. 

There hag been a policy which has been 
spreading among the railroads of late to 
increase the strength of the cars in the for- 
ward part of the train. It has been noticed 
that in case of a collision, or other form of 
wreck, the forward cars are the ones more 
likely to be smashed, and it is there that the 
greatest loss of life occurs. The Santa Fe 
has adopted this policy and has ordered 
enough new equipment to replace every 
smoking car now used on overland trains 
with strongly built, steel reinforced cars 
The Santa Fé has ordered seventy-five new 
coaches for immediate delivery and thirty 
of these are to be bullt especially for smox- 
ing cars with rattan seats.

The long talked of consalidation of the 
freight. departments of the Wabash and fhe 
Wheeling and Lake Erie will be effected on 
Dec. 1.- Circulars have been issued by B. A.

Mr. Vories submitted his resignation as 
vice president at the recent quarterly meet- 
ing of the board in New York.

In giving out the 
announcement of his resignation Mr. Vories 
said the earnings of the company were large. 
It is understood the package businese has 
fallen off while the business in bulk goods 
has increaged. If there has been a growth 
in earnings it is presumed to come from bak- 
erles owned by the National company but 
operaied under different names. 


Morgan People Borrowing. 

There is gossip in Wall street as to the 
source of the Morgan strength in securing 
additional funds in a close money market. 
Mr. Morgan, however, has always been able 
to draw bankers’ bills and have them ac- 
cepted. In 1902 his paper was scrutinized 
closely abroad, and some embarrassment was 
experienced on that account.
